Of tbe ordinance for loaning the credit of the 


city for 9150,000, to tbe Milwaukee and Beirut 
Railroad Company, and f50,000 to tbe Fox 
Biver Valley B. R. Co., against the unanimous 
*ot« of tke Common Conncil, excite* a good 
deal of feeling. Tbat tbe people would vote 
for this ordinance, should they get a chance to 
vote on tkis question, we do not doubt, but that 
tbe property holders would vote for it is ques- 
tionable. We think hi* views generally, in re- 
gard to running the city in debt, are just; and 
we agree with him that the limit of $1,500,000 
fixed by tbe Act of the Legislature of 1854, 
should not be exceeded.

with him tbat tbe $334,000 which the city may 
still loan its credit for, without excaeding that 
limit, should be given to those roads which have 
already had such loans. For they are all in tt 
condition to go forward without such aid, and 
tbe Milwaukee and Beloit Road is now tbo 
most important one proposed, which has not 
had such aid, to tbe interests of this city.— 
Tbi* aid might be extended, and the city have 
still $34,000 mnrgin within the limits of tho 
original restriction. So tbat the Mayor's rea- 
son on this point is good for nothing against th« 
proposed loan, and his veto can be justified only 
on two grounds: either he is opposed to any 
further loan of the city credit to any company, 
or be wishes to reserve tbe balance of $234,- 
000, not yet issued, but which may be by loan, 
without affecting any vested right, to sotne oth- 
er Company. Which is it ?

WAUWATOSA. 


I have noticed in our pnblic newspapers, 


tome articles on the subject of Education — 
This is as it should be. When our presses take 
an interest in our Public Schools, wo shall find 
the way opened fur teachers to put in prnctice 
those long-cherished principles, which they 
have long desired to enforce, but have been 
greatly deterred, for the lack of educational 
knowledge and interest among the peoplo with 
whom they labor. The teacher in considered 
one of the guardian* of our District Schools, 
and he is too often left to guard them himself, 
without any aid, sympathy or encouragement 
on the part of the community. On thecfn^ 
trary,he is often discouraged from doing halfaa 
well as he might, by their utter inattention ami 
unconcern. They will not visit him. 
They 


take but little interest in their children's pro- 
gress out of school. Sometimes, more from 
cariosity as to the answer that may be given, 
than from]a parental desire to know whether 
the child reepecte nnd loves hi^ teacher, they 
may ask — " Charity fiaie Jo you like the ntw 
master?"

Doe* the community take a proper interest in 
tbe subject of education ? — must be answered 
in the negative. F.or gold and silver do they 
labor ; they sweat and bleed for gold. Tbmr 
farms 
and merchandise are cared for 
at 


the expense of the educatioa of their offspring. 
They cannot send them out without a good 
supply of this world's wealth, but there is truth 
in tbe remark of a qualified teacher, " Better 
turn a rabid dog into ike street, than nn igno 
rant child."

duce the Bondholders to purchase our Bonds, the 
city las virtually promised, and pTedge itaetf not 
to i* ue exceeding $1,500,000, in the aggregate, 
for * uilroad purposea. Now if there ia any ben- 
efit i r advantage accruing to the Bondholders by 
limit ng the issue to |t,000,000, which tbe City 
of Mi wankee aa* virtually promised to do, by 
virtn!ofthis/>ro»M0, they should have the fuB 
beneitofit, and. not be driven to the necessity 
if ob aining »a injunction to restrain tbe City 
from violating it* own pledge*.

in guarding and maintaining my own. And,while 
I occupy my present position I shall endeavor to 
do nothing but what is clearly right, and will not 
passively submit to anything which is manifestly 
wrong. It is by the observance of good faith on 
our pan, in all our dealings aad transactions, 
that wo can ever hope to acquire confidence and 
credit on the part of others, and thus establish 
a financial reputation that is worth possessing 
Wore this policy strictly adhered to for any length 
of dine, oar Bonds would soon be above, instead 
of 18 per cent, below par. 
The City of Milwau- 


kee should have sufficient respect for its pledges 
and promisee, express and implied, to wholly ab- 
stain from any course of action which might re- 
sult injuriously 10 tlie Bond-holders who have 
paid their money in good faith, and have a right 
to demand from the Oity an observance of equal- 
ly as good fiuth towards them. 


These remarks however do not apply to the 


ordinances under consideration excepting so far 
as they may be connected with the contemplated 
action of tha Council in regard to loaning the 
Oity credit to other roads which have asked for 
aid, and which have been considered favorably 


I by the proper committee on that subject 
I am 


confident that tie unanimity with which these 


; two ordinances were passed, was in a measure 
owing to a misapprehension on the part of the 
; Council as to thi; real extent to which the City 


• could legally loan ite credit in aid of Railroad en- 
terprises. 
Had the Council been fully aware of 


the fact that there could iu no event be issued at 
the present time, or in future, an amount exceed- 
ing $234,000 in addition to the amount heretofore 
issued, for Railroad purposes, I think thtir vote 
wolud have been somewhat different from that 
which now appears on record. 


I have examined tbe question of vested rights 


with considerable care, and am thoroughly con- 
vinced that tie position I have taken is correct 
I am also borne out in my opinion by the City 
Attorney, with whom 1 have deemed to be my 
duty to consult, in matters of this importance.— 
It id therefore full settled in my mind, that the 
City can in no event whatever loan its credit for 
railroad purpose* at tlie present time for more 
than $234,000 (iu addition to the $1,266,000 
heretofore appropriated and mostly issued, mak- 
ing in the aggregate $I,60'J,000) without inter- 
fering with the vested rights of the purchasers 
and holders of ths Bonds heretofore issued. I 
therefore consider the act of thu Legislature null 
and void, so long as ttiere are any outstanding 
bonds issued under the net of 1804, and the 
Council cannot legally it-sue any bonds iu pursu- 
suance of sa d act ol 1856. 


I am opposed however to the passage of these 


two ordiuaiicesjor the reasons that 1 believe it to 
be against public policy, and detrimental to the 
highest and best interests of the City. I think 
we have fully accomplished all that the City orig- 
inally under ook to do when it first adopted (tem- 
porarily only) the policy o: aiding railroad enter- 
pi ises uy a loan of its credit; aud nothing but 
itu absolute necessity to secure to the city two 
or three principal thoroughfares, and which could 
not have been accomplished without this aid, 
ever induced the people to give thtir consent to 
the loan of the city credit for such pci-poscs. 
It it were deemed good policy to further loan tbe 
credit of the city, to aid in building railroads, it 
would be the part of wisdom and good sound 
common sense to concentrate this aid upon roads, 
to which the city has already loaned its credit, 
and iu which iu consequeuce thereof it hag a 
deep and double interest, rather than to distri- 
bute it to a dozer roads, some of which as a 
matter of dire necessity, following the fate of 
many roads ih other states, must inevitably fail 
of being good paying roads. 


We have already loaned the city credit to 


seven different roads. 
Now we are not absolut- 


ly certain that these seven roads will all pay ag 
tin investment iu twenty ycais from this time. 
We may have full faith and confidence in them 
now, bnt twenty years may make some marvell- 
ous changes. 


There is scarcely a city in the Union which is 


the terminus of half a dozen good paying roads. 
We have loaned the credit of the city to a 
Southern road, a Southwestern road, two West- 
ern roads, a Northwestern road, and a Southern 
road. 
There can scarcely be another road pro- 


jected, having its terminus in Milwaukee, but 
must uecesoHrily ije, more or less, a competing or 
rival iO;id to some of those to which the city has 
already loaned its credit, and upon the suocesa 
of which the city is dependant Jor its ultimate 
security and identity. 
A second mortgage up- 


on the road, and the bond of the Company to 
save the city harmless and indemnified, affords 
but poor security if the road should fail to pay. 
Upon the foreclosure of the first mortgage noth- 
ing would remain excepting a judgment iu favor 
of tte mortgagee for the residue, which he might 
fail to make upon a forced sale of the road. 


1 have heard it remarked by some that it would 


be for the benefit, of the city, if, eventually it 
should lose every dollar that it has loanedto these 
respective railroads. This may or may not be 
true. If it is the policy of the city to donate or 
give away to these several Companies tho 
amounts which they have respectively loaned, or 
to take risks so hnzaidous that the city must in- 
evitably meet with a loss, and for no other reason 
but that the city is indiiectly benefited there- 
for, then the tax-paying community should un- 
derstand it, aud govern themselves accordingly. 


The people generally suppose that the City is 


amply secure for the loon of its credit 
But 


ihis depends altogether upon contingencies. So 
Loug as the road p^iys well, the City is perfectly 
secure ; but the moment it fails to be a paying 
road, the seeuriiie;) are merely nominal; they, 
"n fact, amount to nothing. Hence, I think the 
Jity has taken risks enough, and in future it will 
require all the sagacity, prudence, care and 
caution, that we a -c capable of bestowing in- or- 
der to protect the roads to which tbe City 
h^ff 


already loaned its credit, and thus, in a men,- 
ure, protect ourselves. Whatever may be the 
ultimate 
destiny of these several roads, the 


>ends of the City must be met and paid in any 
event Ite faith is inviolably pledged, and With 
.a there is no such 'loctrine known aa repudiation, 
'he lesa our city la incumbered by the issue of 
ts bonds, the more inducements will it hold out 
o those coming among us to reside, or for tbe 
urpose of making investments. If our city la 
ncumbered for one-half or one-quarter even of 
ts real value, it will have a strong tendency to 
eter people from locating here, or drive away 
lose who are already here. I therefore base 


my refusal to sign tie ordinances aforesaid npon 
the ground of ite b*;ing, in my opinion, injurious 
to the best interests of the city and the welfare 
of its inhabitants, to make any further loans of 
its credit for rail road purposes. I hare no ob- 
jection or hostility whatever to the success of 
any rail road enterprise, if it can be accomplished 
without encumbering the city by a loan of iu cre- 
dit 
But to aak tho City to aid in an enterpriM, 


which, when completed, although it may bt> ben- 
eficial in a commercial point of view, yet which 
must necessarily baiard not only this particular 
loan, but at the same time, by competition weak- 
en and destroy securities which we bold upon 
other roads, i* in effect, asking us to destroy our- 
selves. I believe tbat our credit ha* been nnd 
Tor theae purposes qiiteenough ; itia already 16@ 
ao ^p cent below par, with a downward tendency 
by every new issue, when in fact it should com- 
mand a premium. This is owing in a great meas- 
ure to tbe apparently careksa and reckless man- 
ner, in which our Bonds have flooded, tha mark- 
et, and hare been bartered, hypothecated and 
uwked about Wall • treet I think it is high tine 
that thif tampering with our City Credit abouW 
be stopped. I have deliberated for tome time aa 
to the proper ooorae of action for me to preserve, 
and have finally concluded tbat It will be far bet- 
ter for the CHy to iwtte no more Bond* for Rail-
